Prison Farm for 
Wife Deserters 


Chief of Police Cargenter Advocates 
Kstablisbment of Institution of 
This Character Here, 


“A prison farm is one of our 
chief needs in Edmonton today,” 
declared Chief Carpenter yes- 
terday, in discussing the mum- 
ber of cases of wife desertion that 


are brought to the attention of 
the authorities. “I have always 
thought,” he said, “that these 


menwhould not merely be punish- 


ed for their offence, but should 
be made to work and support 
their wives and children out of 


their earnipgs. This could be- 
come an accomplished fact if we 
had a prison farm where our 
thirty day and longer term pri- 
soners could be self supporting 
and supporters of their families 
out of the surplus.” 

‘This idea of the prison farm,” 
said Chief Carpenter, “has been 
several times brought up at the 
annual conventions of our police 
associations, and every time that 
it has been discussed there has 
been a consensus of opinion in 
favor of legislation in this 
direction. Now, Edmonton is in 
the forefront of cities by her 
civic system of public utilities, 
her single tax, ete. and the 
sreater proportion of the people 
here are right minded, and 1 
think would favor any such 
scheme as this,” 

“As regards the terms for the 
wife deserter,” said the chief “I 
‘would try three months to begin 
with, and if this did not succeed 
then six months, and then if a 
cure were not effected I would 
give them a year at the farm, If 
the offender then proved hopeless 
he would have to be kept then 
at the farm for the remainder of 


fain life,”
